Your  school, 
we  think,  stands  No.  1  in  mathematics,  and  with  care  in  the  se- 
lection of  teachers  may  soon  rank  among  the  best,  if  not  the  best 
in  town.

The 
long  experience,  and  the  reputation  of  Miss  A.  as  a  successful 
teacher,  is  well  known.  She  needs  no  commendation  from  me. 
It  is  seldom  we  see  so  great  improvement  in  ali  brancheti.  Thit 
order  and  interest  manifested  in  all  the  recitations  were  a  sour(;e 
of  gratification,  we  think,  to  all  present. 

Fall  term  taught  b_y  Hattie  L.  Pettengill  of  Peterboro'.  Miss 
P.  entered  quietly  upon  her  work,  and  soon  gained  the  respect 
and  love  of  her  pupils.  A  term  of  ten  weeks  was  profitably 
spent,  and  we  think  pleasantly,  both  to  teacher  and  scholars. 
We  beard  not  a  word  of  fault,  and  this  is  an  uncommon  thing  in 
a  village  school. 

Winter  term  taught  by  the  same  teacher.  She  sustained  her 
former  reputation,  and  the  school  appeared  well  at  the  close. 
Miss  P.  has  the  requisite  qualifications  to  make  her  a  successful 
teacher.

Teacher,  Miss  Maria  A.  Dodge  of  Bennington.  Remember- 
ing the  good  work  Miss  Dodge  did  as  teacher  in  this  district,  we 
were  happy  to  meet  her  again  in  the  school  room.  A  glance  over 
the  school  showed  us  a  kind,  patient  and  faithful  teacher  was 
needed,  and  we  felt  to  congratulate  the  district  on  their  selection. 
The  examination  gave  evidence  of  labor  on  the  part  of  scholars 
and  teacher.    A  good  school. 
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District  no.  7. 

Prudential  Committee,  Levi  B.  Hardy. 

Teacher,  summer  terra,  Lizzie  E.  Winch.  We  found  in  Miss 
W.  the  quahties  desirable  in  a  teacher,  and  among  them  perse- 
verance. We  think  she  labored  hard  to  advance  her  pupils,  and 
with  good  success. 

Winter  term,  taught  by  Lewis  W.  Epps  of  Francestown.  This 
school  commenced  with  three  scholars  and  closed  with  the  same 
number.  No  fault  of  the  teacher  that  there  were  not  more  pu- 
pils. We  are  sorrj^  that  the  parents  did  not  make  a  greater  ef- 
fort to  have  their  children  attend,  for  when  all  are  in,  the  school 
is  quite  small.  Those  attending  did  well.  Mr.  E.  is  a  gentle- 
man, and  a  good  scholar.  We  hope  we  may  have  his  services  as 
teacher  in  town  another  year. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9.

DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

Prudential  Committee,  William  H.  Marsh. 

Teacher,  Miss  Nellie  E.  Fletcher  of  Oreenfield.  This  is  an 
active  school,  and  well  deserves  the  reputation  it  has  hadinj^ears 
past  of  being  orderly  and  studious.  Miss  F.  entered  upon  her 
work  with  a  great  desire  to  gain  the  respect  and  love  of  her  pupils, 
and  to  aid  them  in  the  work  of  the  term.  We  expected  to  see 
good  improvement  and  was  not  disappointed.

REMARKS.

This  may  be  due  in  part  to 
the  change  in  text  books  made  by  Miss  Peavey ;  but  another 
reason  is  the  aid  the  children  are  receiving  at  home.  A  number 
of  families  are  doing  a  good  work  in  this  way.'  The  influence  is 
felt  in  the  school  room  as  well  as  the  households.  We  wish  more 
of  the  parents  might  see  and  feel  this  great  truth,  and  do  as  oth- 
ers are  doing.  The  instruction  at  home  and  in  the  school  room 
should  be  made  practical.  We  think  our  teachers  fail  in  this. 
It  brings  life  and  interest  into  the  recitations,  and  is  an  incentive 
to  the  scholar  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge.  The  teacher's  great 
study  should  be,  how  can  I  best  interest  and  advance  my  pupils. 
The  mind  should  be  centered  on  the  work  before  them.  No 
teacher  can  do  his  or  her  work  well  if  the  mind  be  occupied  with 
other  things.  In  the  service  of  the  j^ear  we  shall  retain  pleas- 
ant memories.

School  Report. 


DISTRICT  no.  1. 

Charles  Lowe,  Prudential  Committee. 

Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Anna  S.  Richardson,  of  Lynde- 
boro',  a  teacher  of  experience  and  well  adapted  to  the  work 
in  the  school  room.  We  think  she  gave  general  satisfaction. 
It  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  see  the  interest  manifested  in  the 
school  by  the  parents. 

Fall  term,  six  weeks,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Frank  M. 
Banfill,  of  Nashua.  Mr.  B.'s  first  term.  Although  inexperienced 
in  teaching,  he  found  no  difficulty  in  finding  his  true  and  proper 
place  in  the  school  room.  His  gentlemanly  ways  and  cheerful 
countenance,  and  firmness  in  order,  soon  had  a  beneficial  influ- 
ence. Considering  the  shortness  of  the  term,  we  think  a  good 
work  was  done. 

Winter  term,  eight  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Ella  J.  Burns,  of 
Nashua,  a  teacher  of  long  experience,  and  understanding  well  the 
responsibilities  of  the  teacher  and  the  duty  of  the  pupils,  she  at 
once  commenced  successfully  the  work  before  her.  To  labor  for 
the  best  good  of  her  pupils  seemed  to  be  her  great  desire.  The 
closing  exercises  gave  evidence  of  faithful  work  by  teacher  and 
scholars. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

George  P.  Holt,  Prudential  Committee. 

Summer  term,  six  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Anna  P.  Fitch.  Miss 
F.'s  first  term.    Fresh  from  the  halls  of  learning,  and  with  a 
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iiiiiKl  well  disciplined,  she  commenced  her  work  with  zeal,  and 
soon  gained  the  respect  and  esteem  of  all.  Although  the  day  of 
examination  was  ver}^  niiny,  a  good  number  of  the  parents  were; 
in  to  witness  the  closing  exercises.  P^verything  was  satisfactoiy 
and  highly  gratifying  to  your  Superintendent,  and  we  think,  to  all 
present. 

Winter  term,  six  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Eva  J.  Sawyer,  of 
Antrim.  The  general  appearance  of  the  school  at  the  com- 
mencement was  favorable.  We  looked  for  good  results,  and  our 
hopes  were  not  blasted.  The  examination  showed  commendable 
progress  in  all  branches  pursued.  As  the  terms  are  very  shorty 
we  would  suggest  that  more  aid  at  home  during  the  long 
winter  evenings  might  be  of  great  and  lasting  benefit  to  the 
children. 


DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

DusTiN  Pollard,  Prudential  Committee. 

Miss  Ellen  M.  Nahor,  teacher.  This  school  was  under  her  in- 
struction 30  weeks  ;  the  improvement  made  was  remarkable.  A 
great  advance  was  perceptible  in  every  class,  and  by  every  pupil. 
Your  Superintendent  spent  a  day  in  the  school  at  the  close  of  the 
last  term,  and  truty  it  was  a  pleasant  one — one  we  ail  shall  long 
remember.

^^i^trict,  if  all  the  legal  voters  would  be  willing  to  unite  with  oth- 
er districts  and  give  up  district  No.  7,  we  think  it  would  be  a 
good  thing.

Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  E.  A.  Bradford,  of  Francestown. 
Number  of  weeks,  six.  Considering  the  brevity  of  the  term,  we 
think  the  school  did  well.  The  school  was  under  good  instruc- 
tion and  good  government,  which  is  very  essential  in  order  that 
the  best  results  may  be  obtained.  Miss  B.  has  the  requisite 
qualities,  and  with  more  experience  will  gain  a  standing  among 
our  best  teachers. 

Winter  term,  eight  weeks,  taught  b}^  Miss  M.  I.  Ramsey,  of 
Peterboro'.  Miss  R.  entered  into  her  work  with  much  enthusi- 
asm, and  quickly  gained  the  confidence  and  love  of  all  her  pupils, 
consequently  there  was  nothing  to  mar  the  happiness  or  hinder 
the  progress  of  the  school.  Advance  was  made  in  all  branches. 
We  can  recommend  Miss  R.  as  a  kind  and  faithful  teacher.

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REMARKS. 

Fellow  Citizens  :  Looking  at  the  condition  of  our  school 
houses  and  the  number  of  x)upils  in  the  various  districts,  we  feel 
disposed  to  make  a  few  suggestions.  We  tliink  we  are  not  spend- 
ing our  money  to  the  best  advantage,  or  receiving  so  much  good 
from  it  as  we  might  if  some  changes  could  be  made.  We  be- 
lieve we  should  dispense  with  two  or  three  districts  and  enlarge 
the  one  in  the  village,  and  then  build  a  good  substantial  house, 
one  in  which  we  might  have  a  graded  school.  Two  good  teach- 
ers could  then  instruct  eighty  or  one  hundred  pupils,  and  the  im- 
provement would  be  far  greater.  The  trouble  is  there  are  not 
scholars  enough  in  some  of  our  districts  to  get  up  an  interest. 
We  know  there  would  be  some  disadvantages  ;  the  greatest  would 
be  the  distance  some  would  be  obliged  to  go.  We  think  if  you 
will  look  at  it  carefully  you  will  see  the  advantages  far  outweigh 
the  disadvantages.  We  recommend  the  change  and  leave  it  for 
your  consideration,  hoping  the  citizens  of  the  town  will  give  it 
careful  thought.  The  work  of  the  yea,r  will  be  remembered  with 
pleasure.    Thanking  all  for  their  kindness  we  submit  this  report.

School  Report. 


DISTRICT  NO.  1. 
Prudential  Committee,  James  C.  P.  Draper. 
This  school  during  the  year  was  under  the  instruction  of  one 
teacher,  Miss  Ella  J.  Burns  of  Nashua,  a  teacher  of  long  expe- 
rience. In  all  our  visits  we  found  the  school  quiet  and  order]3^ 
No  branch  of  stud}-  was  made  a  specialty,  but  a  general  moving 
forward  in  all  branches  pursued.  As  the  school  in  District  No. 
10  is  quite  small,  we  would  suggest  that  another  year  the  schools 
unite,  going  a  part  of  the  time  to  one  house  and  part  to  the 
other,  and  if  possible  be  under  the  instruction  of  the  same  teacher 
through  the  year. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 
Prudential  Committee,  Charles  Blanchard. 
This  district  thought  best  to  expend  their  money  in  one  term. 
The  school  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Hattie  C.  Bliss  of 
Weare.  The  teacher  s  first  experience.  For  some  reason  a 
number  of  the  scholars  left  the  school.  Just  why,  your  Com- 
mittee does  not  know.  The  few  that  were  there  at  the  examina- 
tion did  well,  and  all  the  recitations  passed  off  with  life  and 
animation.  The  teacher  may  have  erred  in  judgment,  and  per- 
haps there  was  some  failure  in  government,  but  we  think  the 
teacher  tried  to  do  her  best. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 
Prudential  Committee,  Woodbury  Hopkins. 
Teacher,  Miss  Ellen  Nahor  of  Peterborough.    Three  terms  of 
school,      weeks  in  all.    It  is  indeed  a  source  of  pleasure  to  re- 
port a  school  like  this.    Miss  Nahor's  reputation  as  a  successful 
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teacher  is  well  established.  Her  kind  and  persuasive  ways  draw 
the  aflTcctions  of  her  pupils  to  her,  and  her  desire  for  their  ad- 
vancement in  knowledge  is  an  incentive  for  action.  These, 
united  with  her  energy,  give  the  school  a  stimulus  that  is  felt  by 
all,  even  to  the  dullest  intellect.  The  examinations  were  of  the 
highest  order,  and  will  linger  long  in  the  hall  of  memory. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

Union  district  with  Bennington.     Prudential  Committee,  James 

QUIMBY. 

Two  short  terms  of  school  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Fan- 
nie I.  Lakin  of  Greenfield.  Miss  Lakin  is  very  successful  in 
the  school  room.  What  she  does  is  done  well.  Considering 
the  age  of  the  pupils  and  the  advantages  they  have,  we  think 
the  school  did  remarkably  well  at  the  closing  examination. 

DISTRICTS  NOS.  5  &  8. 

Prudential  Committee,  George  Knight. 

Teacher,  Mary  L.  Knight  of  Hancock.  One  term  of  12  weeks. 
No.  of  scholars,  34.  This  district  labors  under  some  disadvan- 
tages. A  few  more  weeks  of  schooling,  so  that  the  children 
could  have  two  terms  a  year,  would  be  much  better.  And  the 
room  is  too  small  for  so  many  pupils.  It  is  unhealth}^  for  the 
scholars,  and  unpleasant  for  both  scholars  and  teacher.  We 
consider  Miss  Knight  a  teacher  of  much  decision,  and  with 
more  experience  will  rank  among  our  best  teachers. 

DISTRICT  No.  7. 

Prudential  Committee,  L.  Osborne. 

Summer  term  taught  by  Susie  A.  Wood  of  Greenfield.  A 
good  school,  well  governed,  and  good  improvement  made  in  the 
branches  pursued.  We  were  glad  to  see  most  of  the  scholars 
in  No.  2  attending.  The  term  was  short,  but  we  think  Miss 
Wood  did  as  much  in  seven  weeks  as  many  teachers  do  in  ten. 
She  certainly  is  deserving  of  much  praise.  We  consider  her  a 
conscientious  and  faithful  teacher. 
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Winter  terra.  Teacher,  Jennie  P.  Brooks  of  Greenfield.  The 
teacher's  first  experience  in  the  school  room.  The  committee 
visited  the  school  a  short  time  after  the  commencement,  and  was 
much  pleased  with  its  general  appearance,  and  felt  that  Miss 
Brooks  was  doing  her  best  to  make  the  school  a  success.  Of 
the  improvement  made  we  cannot  speak,  not  being  present  at 
the  close  of  the  term.  We  would  suggest  that  Nos.  2  and  7 
unite  and  bring  their  scholars  under  one  teacher  during  the  year, 
holding  the  school  a  part  of  the  time  in  each  district.

Prudential  Committee,  John  Cain. 
Summer  and  winter  terms   taught  b}^   Nellie  E.  Fletcher  of 
Greenfield.    Miss  Fletcher  taught  with  her  usual  success,  giving 
entire  satisfaction  to  pupils  and  parents.     Her  work  is  done  in 
love  for  her  pupils,  and  such  work  will  not  soon  be  forgotten.

Miss  Colburn  entered  upon  her 
work  with  considerable  experience  and  evidently  not  afraid  of 
labor ;  her  success  was  fair,  but  we  think  might  have  been  better 
if  all  of  her  pupils  had  been  co-laborers  with  her,  and  aided  in  the 
work  of  the  school  room.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


SOUTH  DISTRICT. 

Spring  and  Fall  Terms,  taught  by  Annie  M.  Morse. 

This  teacher  came  to  her  work  with  some  knowledge  of  the 
wants  of  this  school,  and  was  employed  by  request  of  the  res- 
idents. Miss  Morse  possesses  some  fine  qualities  as  a  teach- 
er, being  a  thorough  scholar,  an  excellent  instructress  and  a 
worker  in  the  school  room.  By  the  sickness  of  this  teacher,  the 
term  of  school  closed  one  week  before  intended,  hence  no  exam- 
ination was  made.  At  a  visit  made  to  introduce  new  school 
books,  3^our  School  Board  was  pleased  with  the  appearance  of 
the  school. 

Fall  Term,  taught  by  the  same  teacher.  This  was  Miss 
Morse's  third  term  in  this  school,  and  well  did  she  sustain  her 
past  reputation  in  her  drill,  but  we  were  sorr}'  to  note  the  order 
was  not  quite  up  to  her  standard.  The  recitations  in  Arithme- 
tic and  Geography  were  especiallj^  fine  ;  the  Reading  was  also 
first  class. 

Winter  Term,  taught  by  Florence  W.  Weeks. 

Miss  Weeks  entered  upon  her  duties  as  teacher  here  with  some 
misgivings  as  to  her  abilit}^  to  govern  this  school  and  maintain 
good  discipline  among  so  many  large  and  somewhat  restless 
scholars,  but  your  School  Board  was  impressed,  when  first  visit- 
ing the  school,  by  the  decisive,  firm,  and  yet  mild,  methods  of 
the  the  teacher,  that  we  had  found  the  right  one  for  this  school. 
Miss  Weeks  is  a  thorough  scholar,  an  earnest  worker,  and  her 
standard  of  discipline  and  instruction  of  a  high  order.  The 
classes,  without  exception,  were  a  credit  to  the  work  and  worth 
of  this  teacher,  and  elicited  much  praise  from  the  visitors  at  the 
final  examination. 

Much  praise  is  due  the  residents  for  furnishing  the  wood  and 
board,  this  term,  gratuitously. 
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EAST  SCHOOL. 
Spring  Term,  taught  by  Maria  A.  Ricliardson. 

Miss  Richardson  lias  had  considerable  experience  in  the  school 
room,  and  is  an  earnest  worker.  The  classes  in  Arithmetic  were 
especialh'  well  taught,  and  those  in  Reading  and  Geography 
showed  good  improvement.  With  a  little  more  firmness  in  her 
discipline,  Miss  Richardson  will  make  a  first  class  teacher. 

Fall  Term,  taught  by  Mabel  Hadley. 

Miss  Hadley  had  already  acquired  the  reputation  of  a  good 
disciplinarian,  and  was  the  right  teacher  for  this  school.  She  is 
well  qualified  to  instruct  the  school,  and  in  her  discipline  she 
showed  good  judgment  by  being  thoroughly  impartial.  The 
scholars  passed  a  fair  examination,  although  no  preparation  had 
been  made  by  reviews.  The  classes  in  History,  Geograph}^  and 
Arithmetic  were  worthy  of  notice. 

Winter  Term,  taught  by  Mar}^  E.  Hilton. 

Your  School  Board  employed  this  teacher  by  request  of  some 
of  the  residents  as  one  eminently  qualified  to  instruct  in  the  more 
advanced  studies,  but  when  she  entered  upon  her  duties  only  a 
part  of  the  scholars  were  at  their  post  of  duty. 

Miss  Hilton  never  had  a  peer  as  an  instructress  in  this  school, 
if  in  town.  Her  labors  were  not  all  lost,  as  the  scholars  attend- 
ing school  made  marked  improvement  in  all  their  studies.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  the  future  the  residents  in  this  part  of  the  town 
will  take  greater  interest  in  educating  their  children. 

VILLAGE  SCHOOL. 
Grammar  Department. 
Spring  Term,  taught  by  Ella  A.  Averill. 
Miss  Averill  possesses  the  finest  qualifications  of  mind  and 
heart  for  a  successful  teacher.    Being  a  thorough  scholar,  with 
an  excellent  faculty  of  imparting  it  to  others,  her  choice  is  in  ad- 
vanced school  work.    Yet  she  proved  herself  an  adept  in  her 
instruction  in  the  elementary  branches  pursued  in  our  common 
schools.    Her  instruction  and  drill  were  both  thorough  and  prac- 
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tical,  and  created  an  originality  of  thought  not  soon  to  be  for- 
gotten. Her  instruction  in  topical  work  was  both  varied  and 
instructive,  and  is  worthy  of  much  prais*:^.  Her  second  term  was 
but  a  repetition  of  the  first,  every  subject  pursued  being  handled 
with  the  skill  of  a  master  workman.  The  classes,  without  excep- 
tion, at  the  final  examination  showed  that  a  high  standard  of  drill 
had  been  maintained,  and  were  a  credit  to  the  labors  and  culture 
of  the  teacher.    We  wish  her  success  in  her  new  field  of  labor. 


Primary  Department. 

Spring  and  Fall  Terms,  taught  by  Orra  A..  Gould. 
This  veteran  in  primarj'  teaching  needs  no  commendation  at 
our  hands.  Her  fame  as  an  instructress  in  this  class  of  schools 
ranks  among  the  best.  Nearly  one  third  of  the  pupils  in  this 
school  were  just  learning  the  first  elements  of  reading,  and  re- 
quired much  patience  and  skill  to  keep  them  under  good  disci- 
pline, yet  we  believe  this  school  will  rank  among  the  best  in  this 
respect.  It  is  here  in  the  elementary  branches  that  the  founda- 
tion is  laid  that  is  to  form  the  basis  upon  which  the  whole  fabric 
of  their  future  education  depends,  and  well  has  this  teacher  per- 
formed her  part  in  her  drill  in  this  school.  In  her  discipline, 
kindness  is  her  weapon,  and  her  faculty  of  winning  the  love  and 
esteem  of  her  pupils  is  worthy  of  all  praise.  Her  second  term 
was  but  a  duplicate  of  the  first,  with,  we  believe,  greater  im- 
provement than  that  of  her  first  term.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  one  class  of  ten  scholars  was  admitted  to  the  grammar  de- 
partment to  equalize  the  work  of  the  two  teachers.  This  is  one 
of  our  model  schools,  and  we  hope  this  teacher  will  long  remain 
in  this  school,  and  by  her  work  here  help  to  bring  up  the  stand- 
ard of  scholarship  in  the  grammar  school,  that  these  schools  may 
be  a  credit  to  the  town  and  a  source  of  pride  to  its  residents. 
The  oral  exercises  were  a  source  of  much  interest  to  your  school 
board,  and  the  visitors  present  at  the  final  examination  were  well 
entertained.  This  teacher  is  now  teaching  a  subscription  school, 
thus  showing  the  great  interest  created  by  her  labors  in  the  past 
two  terms. 
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wi:sT  SCHOOL. 

Spring  iiiid  Full  T(;rn)H  taiiuht  by  Liila  Dodiro. 

Miss  Dodgo  is  a  quiot,  industrious  toacher,  winning  tlio  love 
of  1km-  i)U[)ils  by  kindness.  The  first  term  the  progress  in  read- 
ing and  spelling  will  rank  among  the  best  in  town.  The  classes 
in  arithmetic  and  geography  were  also  well  taught.  There  is 
much  need  of  more  attention  to  writing  in  this  school.  The 
second  term,  like  the  first,  showed  some  improvement.  We  no- 
ticed but  one  scholar  in  grammar  in  this  school.  Six  scholars 
in  this  part  of  the  town  attended  school  in  Hancock.  Would  It 
not  be  better  to  centre  these  two  old  school  districts,  and  erect  a 
new  building,  and  thus  save  our  school  money  to  be  expended 
in  town  ? 

In  presenting  this  report  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  the  school  board  take  pleasure  in  thanking  the  citi- 
zens of  the  towm  for  courtesies  extended,  and  the  pupils  for  their 
uniform  kindness  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  school  room 
during  our  visits  thereto. 

This  being  the  first  school  year  under  the  new  law  enacted  by 
our  last  legislature,  you  will  pardon  us  for  a  somewhat  extended 
statement  of  the  work  done,  and  the  much  needed  improvements 
in  our  system  of  education  and  school  buildings. 

Your  school  board  noted  at  the  outset  that  several  of  the 
studies  pursued  had  been  in  use  several  years,  and  b}^  reason  of 
the  rapid  advancement  made  in  the  different  series  of  education- 
al works,  as  well  as  improved  methods  of  instruction,  the  intro- 
duction of  new^  books  was  demanded  and  received  their  earliest 
attention. 

The  readers,  first  class  when  introduced,  after  being  in  the 
school  room  eight  years,  have  been  replaced  by  Lippincott's  series, 
after  making  critical  examination  of  other  works,  as  being  the 
best  and  freshest  before  the  public.  In  this  purchase  we  received 
desk  copies  and  also  a  copy  of  Worcester's  comprehensive  dic- 
tionary for  each  school  room,  free  of  charge.  We  found  the 
scholars  very  deficient  in  mental  mathematics,  and  introduced  that 
best  of  all  mental  arithmetics,  "Colburn's."  We  also  intro- 
duced new  histories.    There  is  yet  much  need  of  other  changes. 

Our  school  rooms  were  fonnd  almost  entirely  destitute  of  wall 


maps,  globes,  philosophical  apparatus,  [)hysiological  diagrams, 
tablets  and  charts,  all  much  needed  to  bring  our  schools  up  to 
the  standard  of  popular  education  of  the  times  in  the  onward  and 
upward  march  of  intellectual  training. 

Your  school  board  has  also  been  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
more  school  monej'  is  needed  in  order  to  place  in  our  schools  ex- 
perienced and  competent  teachers.  It  is  hoped  this  matter  will 
receive  the  careful  attention  of  all  our  citizens  desirous  of  estab- 
lishing a  higher  standard  of  education  in  our  town. 

There  is  also  great  need  of  centering  our  old  school  districts, 
purchasing  lots  and  erecting  thereon  new  school  houses.  This 
is  especially  desirable  in  the  east  part  of  the  town  in  districts 
No.  two  and  seven  (2  and  7) .  Will  our  citizens  consider  this  mat- 
ter, remembering  that  a  penny  expended  in  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion is  better  than  a  dollar  invested  in  any  avocation  of  business, 
inasmuch  as  it  is  always  with  us,  with  no  danger  of  its  loss  or 
anxiety  for  its  safety. 

The  new  and  commodious  school  house  recently  erected  in  the 
village  is  worthy  of  our  notice  as  being  a  long  needed  improve- 
ment in  town.  Let  us  not  lose  courage  at  the  heav}^  cost  of  this 
one  building  and  neglect  the  building  of  other  much  needed 
school  houses  in  other  parts  of  the  town. 

During  the  past  3^ear,  by  the  hand  of  Providence,  one  mem- 
ber of  your  school  board,  Newell  J.  Sawyer,  has  passed  away. 
In  his  death  the  town  loses  a  good  and  exemplary  citizen,  a  can- 
did and  faithful  officer  and  a  true  man.    We  can  only  say, 
quiescat  in  pace.^' 

In  closing  this  report  we  must  ask  your  kind  forbearance  for 
errors  committed  and  that  you  accept  our  best  wishes  for  the  fu- 
ture prosperity  of  our  schools.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


With  the  close  of  the  school  year  the  Board  of  Education,  into 
whose  care  our  fellow  citizens  have  confided  their  most  sacred  trust, 
submit  the  following  account  of  work  performed,  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  experience  has  taught  them  will  best  promote  the  ad- 
vancement and  usefulness  of  our  schools.  We  appreciate  fully  the 
responsibility  that  devolves  upon  us  as  your  servants,  and  cherish 
the  warmest  desire  for  the  future  prosperity  of  all  our  schools. 
All  things  considered,  we  believe  the  new  school  law  is  working 
out  good  results  in  this,  that  equally  competent  teachers  and  the 
same  number  of  weeks  schooling  are  given  every  child  in  town. 
In  all  things  we  have  aimed  to  secure  the  best  results  from  the  limit- 
ed resources  at  our  command. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  years  past  to  give  a  separate  account  of 
each  school.  We  doubt,  however,  the  utility  of  such  a  course,  in- 
asmuch as  it  is  quite  preferable  to  say  pleasant  things,  and  cover  by 
the  subtle  cunning  of  rhetoric  any  defect  or  shortcoming,  than  to 
wound  the  feelings  as  well  as  mar  the  record  presented  for  public 
examination. 

Teachers. 

Perfection  is  a  goal  not  often  attained  in  any  occupation,  and  to 
assume  that  our  teachers  have  reached  the  golden  prize  would  be 
presuming  conditions  not  often  found  in  the  realm  of  ordinary  ex- 
perience. Some  teachers  with  a  fine  stock  of  knowledge,  but  with 
a 'sluggish  and  easy  temperament,  fail  to  appreciate  the  require- 
ments of  successful  teaching ;  others  engage  in  teaching  as  a  mat- 
ter of  convenience,  caring  for  little  except  the  pay  they  receive,  and 
fail  to  inspire  that  confidence  and  love  for  school  work  among  their 
pupils  which  are  productive  of  so  much  benefit. 

The  true  teacher  enters  upon  her  work  with  no  better  scholarly 
attainments,  but  imbued  with  a  clear  conception  of  the  needs  of 
her  vocation,  and  a  thorough  love  for  it,  and  seems  to  carry  the  school 
within  herself.  The  most  successful  teachers  are  those  who  depend 
least  on  mere  book  questions  and  book  answers,  and  who  have  con- 
stantly on  hand  a  valuable  fund  of  practical  illustrations  and  train- 
ing outside  of  the  ordinary  book  lore ;  who  teach  subjects,  and  not 
books;  whose  daily  life  is  an  hourly  ''object  lesson"  in  morals  and 
manners ;  whose  ready  tact  supplies  the  want  of  text  books ;  whose 
cunning  hand  brings  forth  devices  for  illustration  more  effective  than 
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cabinots  of  costly  apparatus,  and  who  study  the  needs  of  each 
individual  scholar  and  develop,  as  far  as  possible,  each  peculiar 
talent. 

We  believe  as  a  whole  our  teachers  have  been  competent,  ener- 
getic, faithful.  All  had  had  experience  and  came  to  their  work 
with  well  matured  ideas  of  the  requirements  of  the  school  room. 

TpIE  SCJIOLAIiS. 

As  yet  no  royal  road  to  knowledge  has  been  found.  Patient  ef- 
fort and  continued  application  are  the  main  essentials  in  the  make- 
up of  a  successful  school  life.  The  true  scholar  is  self  reliant  and 
eager  to  surmount  obstacles  by  his  own  unaided  resources.  Close 
appli(;ation  and  lucid  reasoning-  are  the  prime  motives  of  a  vigorous 
mental  development.  The  acquisition  of  knowledge  is  often  ob- 
tained at  great  sacrifice  of  time  and  patient  toil,  but  once  obtained 
it  remains  a  source  of  constant  profit  and  pleasure  to  its  possessor. 
In  the  main  we  believe  the  deportment  of  the  scholars  has  been 
above  that  of  the  previous  year,  though  a  few  minor  excej^tions 
have  occurred  which  are  much  deplored.  In  general  we  believe  a 
healthier  sentiment  for  a  higher  and  better  standard  of  excellence 
has  grown  up  among  the  young  people  of  the  town.  Without  ex- 
ception, your  school  board  have  received  uniform  kindness  and 
attention  during  their  visits  thereto. 

Attendance. 

If  there  is  any  one  thing  that  demoralizes  and  renders  our  schools 
inefl3.cient  and  valueless  it  is  the  tardiness,  dismissals  and  absences 
so  prevalent  in  this  community.  Yet  we  believe  some  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  this  respect  over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 
Fractional  work  begets  carelessness  and  a  dislike  of  study  on  the 
part  of  the  pupil,  and  weakens  the  well  laid  plans  of  the  teacher. 
It  breaks  the  thread  of  reasoning  from  one  subject  to  another,  and 
lessens  the  resources  of  the  teacher  for  the  highest  advancement  of 
the  scholar.  Why  is  it  that  in  all  our  business  engagements  noth- 
ing is  left  undone  to  make  them  successful,  while  in  the  most  im- 
portant work  of  life — that  of  training  and  educating  the  human 
mind — we  are  heedless  and  negligent.  We  commend  this  matter  to 
your  serious  consideration,  as  no  other  calls  with  such  loud  appeals 
to  the  conscience  and  solicitude  of  all  our  citizens. 

Parental  Visitations. 

It  is  too  true  that  in  the  most  important  avocation  in  life,  that  of 
educating  our  children,  the  least  personal  investigation  is  made  by 
our  citizens.  In  our  business  affairs  nothing  is  left  undone  that  a 
personal  inspection  can  devise  to  make  them  profitable.  Parents 
are  too  apt  to  be  careless  and  indifferent  to  this  highest  and  noblest 
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mission  in  life,  that  of  educating  and  training  the  human  mind,  and 
we  extend  at  tliis  time  to  all  our  citizens  an  invitation  to  make  a 
thorough  inspection  of  our  schools,  that  you  may  better  know  their 
needs  and  apply  the  proper  remedy.  By  so  doing  you  will  create 
a  greater  interest  in  school  work— and  who  is  not  interested  in  tliis 
matter — for  the  children  of  today  are  but  the  men  and  women  of 
the  morrow,  and  the  legacy  we  leave  them  will  be  but  the  heritage 
of  their  usefulness  as  good  citizens  in  the  near  future. 

Discipline. 

School  master  or  school  mistress  does  not  fully  describe  the  per- 
son who  educates  our  children.  He  is  a  good  disciplinarian.  In- 
deed this  is  the  main  educational  process,  and  the  chief  controlling 
iutluence  that  goes  to  make  up  successful  school  life.  The  true 
teacher  enforces  a  rigid  discipline  that  the  schoolroom  maybe  quiet, 
and  inspires  his  pupils  with  an  enthusiasm  that  creates  a  love  for 
study,  and  then  teaches  them  how  to  study. 

To  be  successful  here  the  teacher  must  have  the  fullest  support 
and  sympathy  of  the  parents,  for  these  two  elements  must  work  in 
harmony,  or  confusion  and  discord  will  usurp  the  place  where  quiet 
and  peace  should  reign.  The  discipline  of  study  and  of  recitation 
are  the  most  important  perquisites  that  are  necessary  for  successful 
schools ;  for  correct  habits  of  study  obtain  for  the  scholar  the  great- 
est good  for  the  time  expended,  while  that  of  recitation  renders 
effective  the  work  obtained  by  study  by  cultivating  the  power  and 
habits  of  expression. 

Recommendations  . 

The  School  Board  again  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens 
to  some  much  needed  improvements.  Nearly  twenty  dollars  are 
yearly  paid  the  town  of  Hancock  for  scholars  in  the  West  school. 
"VYould  it  not  be  better  to  center  the  district,  erect  new  and  suitable 
school  buildings,  and  thus  keep  this  money  to  be  expended  in  town? 
The  east  part  of  the  town  is  also  sadly  in  need  of  new  school  build- 
ings. Something  must  be  done  here,  either  by  making  repairs  or 
building  new. 

Our  continued  impression  is  that  we  are  much  in  need  of  new 
school  maps,  charts,  globes,  and  such  other  apparatus  as  are  needed 
to  make  our  school  work  more  effective. 

In  conclusion  we  would  commend  the  cause  of  education  to  the 
careful  scrutiny  of  our  citizens  who  believe  it  of  paramount  impor- 
tance, and  hope  that  such  liberality  will  attend  your  deliberation  as 
will  tend  to  elevate  and  broaden  the  usefulness  of  our  schools  and 
be  a  source  of  pride  to  our  citizens.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


With  the  close  of  the  school  year  the  Board  of  Education,  into 
whose  hands  our  citizens  have  confided  their  most  sacred  trust, 
respectfully  submit  an  account  of  their  stewardship,  with  such 
suggestions  as  experience  has  taught  them  will  best  maintain  that 
standard  of  education  and  training  so  much  needed  to  raise  our 
schools  to  that  standard  we  so  much  desire. 

Teachers. 

The  vocation  of  a  teacher  is  a  science  that  calls  for  the  highest 
attainments  of  mind  and  heart.  She  must  have  not  only  a  clear 
conception  of  the  requirements  of  her  calling,  but  a  thorough  love 
for  it.  Mind  development  we  believe  to  be  one  of  the  main  quali- 
fications to  win  success.  The  power  of  drawing  out  and  cultivat- 
ing perfect  habits  of  thought  and  expression  from  many  and  di- 
verse minds  requires  peculiar  and  varied  talent.  The  mere  routine 
of  book  questions  and  answers  is  one  thing;  the  imparting  of 
knowledge  by  teaching  principles,  leaving  the  pupil  to  construct  his 
own  rules  and  formulas,  to  investigate  and  analyze  the  reasoning 
and  research  of  others,  is  quite  another.  Mind  training  sharpens 
the  perceptive  powers,  creates  a  love  for  study,  and  enlarges  the 
scope  of  mental  culture.  Our  continued  observation  of  the  differ- 
ent methods  of  instruction  in  our  schools  confirms  our  belief  that 
the  drill  obtained  in  our  normal  or  training  schools  is  of  inestima- 
ble value  to  those  who  educate  oiu'  children.  We  cannot  but  men- 
tion the  work  performed  by  Miss  Emery  in  the  Grammar  school. 
The  final  examination  came  very  near  our  idea  of  perfection.  The 
school  year  in  the  East  school  will  long  be  remembered  as  eminent- 
ly successful.  Other  schools  were  well  taught,  and  the  final  exam- 
inations showed  a  good  understanding  of  the  subjects  studied. 

Studies. 

The  selection  and  arrangement  of  these  is  perhaps  the  most  diffi* 
cult  task  those  in  charge  of  our  schools  have  to  contend  with.  In 
all  things  we  have  endeavored  to  obtain  the  practical  rather  than 
the  ornamental.  We  believe  it  to  be  the  experience  of  the  best  ed-  i 
ucators,  and  the  demand  of  the  industrial  and  commercial  world, 
that  there  is  great  need  of  a  change  in  the  curriculum  of  our  com- 
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moil  schools.  Free  haiid,  and  the  elements  of  industrial  drawinj^, 
should  be  taught  in  ail  our  Hchools,  while  every  youth  should  take 
up  the  subject  of  Civil  (;!overnment.  Object  teachin<(  in  many 
ways  calls  out  thoui^-ht  and  the  power  of  describing  in  simple 
lan<»  ua<i:e  objects  of  interest  around  us.  We  believe  also  some  sim- 
ple work  on  business  forms  to  be  of  <^r(;at  value  to  those  who  can- 
not spend  time  in  the  more  exhaustive  course  of  bookkeei)in<^. 
Your  school  board,  ever  on  the  alert  to  seize  upon  the  best  methods 
and  best  work,  hope  to  soon  make  marked  improvement  in  this  re- 
spect. 

Scholars. 

We  believe  there  is  no  greater  truism  than  that  we  are  the  mould- 
ers of  our  own  fortunes,  and  nowhere  does  this  hold  more  true 
than  in  the  school  room.  It  is  here  we  develop  those  traits  of  char- 
acter and  habits  that  will  cling  to  us  through  life.  It  is  here  we 
should  cultivate  those  graces  that  adorn  life ;  those  refinements  that 
render  society  more  elevating,  morally  and  socially.  Habits  of  study 
and  of  recreation  should  go  hand  in  hand.  Let  them  both  be  ear- 
nest, self-reliant,  hearty.  The  true  scholar  pauses  not  at  the  obsta. 
cles  that  constantly  beset  him,  but  surmounts  the  rugged  hill  of 
knowledge  with  unflinching  courage  by  his  own  unaided  effort. 
Disobedience  is  the  most  fertile  cause  of  school  failures.  It  not 
only  annoys  and  detracts  the  attention  of  others  from  their  studies, 
but  is  also  a  perpetual  annoyance  to  the  teacher.  In  the  main,  the 
pupils  have  paid  a  due  regard  to  good  discipline,  with  due  respect 
for  their  teachers.  We  were  pained  to  notice  in  one  school  that 
disobedience  and  coarseness  that  called  for  the  severest  censure  on 
the  part  of  the  school  board.  No  blame  could  be  attached  to  the 
teacher,  for  her  qualifications  to  instruct  were  of  a  high  order. 

Attendance. 

Punctuality  is  the  main  lever  that  moves  the  world.  In  all  the 
employments  of  life  it  is  indispensable  to  success.  Without  it  the 
channels  of  trade  and  commerce  would  be  blocked,  and  in  every 
pursuit  of  life  a  chaos  of  conflicting  elements  w^ould  soon  exist. 
How  important  then  it  is  that  in  the  period  of  childhood  and  youth 
we  should  inculcate  those  habits  of  promptness  so  essential  to  our 
highest  success.  An  examination  of  our  registers  shoAvs  commend- 
able improvement  from  former  years,  yet  there  is  still  need  of  far- 
ther advancement  in  this  respect.  Why  is  it  that  parents  are  so 
neglectful  of  tliis  important  duty  in  rearing  those  who  are  so  soon  to 
fill  their  places  in  the  turmoil  and  clash  of  the  busy  world  around 
us.  The  supremacy  of  man  over  the  obstacles  that  surround  him 
are  not  accomplished  by  inactivity  and  delay.    Close  application 
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and  steadfastness  purpose,  with  a  careful  regard  to  details,  are 
the  chief  essence  of  our  success.  So  in  our  school  time  of  life,  a 
break  in  the  thread  of  reasoning-  from  one  subject  to  another  les- 
sens the  power  of  the  scholar  to  acquire  that  mastery  over  the  sub- 
jects embraced  in  his  studies,  and  renders  the  well  laid  plans  of  the 
teacher  futile. 


Again  at  the  close  of  the  school  j^ear  we  are  compelled  to  admon- 
ish our  citizens  of  the  need  of  better  equipments  for  our  schools 
to  obtain  the  best  results  from  our  limited  school  funds.  While  it 
is  difficult  to  convince  our  townsmen  of  the  value  or  benefit  to  be 
derived  from  them,  it  is  an  indisputable  fact  that  our  teachers  can- 
not maintain  that  standard  of  excellence  we  so  much  desire  with- 
out such  helps.  The  hard  and  smooth  beaten  ruts  we  have  so  long 
traveled  in  are  so  woven  in  the  thread  of  our  lives  that  we  get 
heedless  of  the  world  of  improvements  around  us  in  school 
methods  and  school  furnishings,  and  hence  neglect  our  duty  in 
this  respect.  The  votaries  of  education  are  continually  devising 
such  aids  for  the  teacher  and  pupil  as  experience  has  demonstrate^ 
will  best  inspire  them  with  a  love  and  desire  to  attain  to  a  higher 
plane  of  education.  Our  inertness  and  indecision  to  shake  off  our 
apathy  in  this  matter  are  a  source  of  deep  regret  to  those  who 
have  charge  of  our  schools. 

We  deeply  deplore  that  false  economy  that  permits  our  citizens 
to  expose  their  children  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  to 
disease — so  fruitful  a  result  of  the  exposure  we  allow  them  to  en- 
dure in  some  of  our  school  buildings.  We  believe  it  to  be  poor 
economy  to  repair  the  old  school  buildings  in  the  East  or  West 
schools.  This  is  a  matter  that  should  receive  the  careful  attention 
of  our  citizens,  that  we  may  act  with  a  due  regard  for  our  best 
welfare. 

In  closing  we  can  but  cordially  thank  our  citizens  for  continued 
courtesies  extended,  and  commend  to  your  careful  and  watchful 
scrutiny  the  care  of  educating  those  who  are  so  soon  to  fill  your 
places  in  the  arena  of  life.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Looking  backward  over  the  school  year  now  closed  and  forward 
to  the  year  soon  to  begin,  we  think  it  meet  to  call  the  attention  of 
all  interested  in  our  schools  to  some  of  the  obstacles  which  we  have 
to  encounter  in  our  endeavors  to  gave  our  children  the  best  school 
advantages  possible  under  the  circumstances. 

Briefly  stated,  the  following  are  among  the  greatest  obstacles 
we  have  had  to  deal  with.  The  insufficiency  of  the  school 
fund.  In  the  aggregate  the  sum  doubtless  looks  large,  but  when 
we  stop  to  consider  that  this  sum  has  to  be  divided  among 
five  schools  it  no  longer  looks  very  large.  Then  we  liave  one-fifth 
of  the  total  for  each  school,  and  with  this  sum  we  are  expected  to 
provide  for  from  20  to  24  weeks  school  each  year.  We  can't  get  a 
teacher  boarded  for  less  than  three  dollars  x)er  week  and  often  this 
is  not  thought  enough.  We  can't  get  a  teacher  with  known  abil- 
ity and  a  reputation  established,  for  less  than  five  dollars  per  week 
beside  her  board,  and  most  such  teachers  command  eight  and  ten 
dollars.  Then  school  supplies,  wood,  crayons,  brooms,  etc.,  care 
of  the  school  house  and  repairs,  have  to  be  paid  for,  and  rapidly 
reduce  what  seemed  a  large  sum  to  no  sum  at  all. 

Another  obstacle  which  we  have  constantly  to  meet  is  lack  of 
that  cooperation  between  parents  and  teachers  which  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  success.  'vYe  need  not  enlarge  upon  this  but  simply 
entreat  parents  to  take  more  interest  in  the  schools,  and  to  accord 
the  teachers  more  sympathy  and  heartier  support,  bearing  in  mind 
that  without  this  the  very  best  teachers  will  and  must  fail  to  attain 
any  high  degree  of  excellence.  The  condition  of  the  school  hous- 
es in  the  east  and  west  districts  is  another  drawback  which  cannot 
be  overcome  as  long  as  such  conditions  exist.  The  bright  faces 
and  brainy  material  that  gather  at  these  dilapidated  houses  appeal 
for  better  surroundings  and  are  a  guarantee  that  any  expenditure 
made  for  this  purpose  will  be  an  investment  that  will  pay  large 
dividends  in  the  years  to  come.
